WHO IS NO. 8? 


A Mew Y ork Postoffice E xpert G ives 
Mono Im portant E vidence in the 
W Mi tin k er Case. 
West P o in t, April ID—Superintendent 
Gayler, of the New York Pos'.ofiice, an 
expert in writing, created a sensation this 
miming in the case of Cadet Whittaker. 
by his testimony. He bad been given, 
several days ago, 257 pieces ot paper I rom 
the 257 cadets, on which the cadets had 
written sentences containing the words on 
the note of warning found in Whittaker's 
room. Before handing the papers to Gay- 
ler last week, the Recorder tore the signs 
tare 
of 
the 
cadet 
from "each 
paper, which were numbered, he hansel! 
keeping the 
signatures. 
Whee 
asked 
what was the result of bis comparisons. 
Gayler testified in substance that he had 
found no similarity between any of them 
and the note of warning, except in tnt 
case of the paper numbered eight; 
He 
hod been given several other papers wilt 
ten by the person mat wrote tne sentence 
Lumbered "8,” and in each instance, he 
said, the writing strongly resembled that 
note of warning. Gayler noted resem­ 
blances in the letters *‘d” and *T' iu 
the word "fixed,” tne letter "p” m "April,” 
and the "th” following the latter word. 
He said the writing of me person desig­ 
nated "No. 8” was me only hand that pre 
sen ted points of 
resemblance 
strong 
enough to warrant an opinion, and he rec­ 
ommended the court to pursue the investi­ 
gation in the direction of "No. 8 ” 
It is 
not yet announced wno is "No. 8.” 
When Gayler returned from inspecting 
the list of three papers banded him, he 
said be was clearly of the opinion that the 
writing on one of them was written by 
"No. 
8,” but 
not 
the 
other 
two, 
though mere was some 
resemblance. 
No one but the Recorder seems to kaow 
No 8,” and he says the name will not be 
revealed till former along lo the lnvcsii 
gallon. 
Cadet Dickinson testified he inspected 
Whittaker's room four times since last No* 
vember. Baw no pillow case on Dis pil­ 
low. 
Never saw Omer cadets* pillows 
without a pillow case. Tnus witness gave 
many reasons why he tbcjghi Whittaker 
assaulted himself. He said a letter was 
found on the floor of Whittaker’s room, 
written to Wnittaker's mother, lo Whitia 
ker’s hand writing, 
it was only partly 
written, and was in two pieces and partly 
burned. It was taken from the room and 
destroyed, Cadets Cornish, Hodson, and 
the witness, not thinking it ought to be 
preserved.

St. Louis, April 20—4 a. rn,—The first 
dispatch direct from Marshfield was re­ 
ceived here late to-night, and given the 
following description of the storm: This 
town aud county were visited by one of 
(he most destructive cyclones on record 
last evening. Atter passing through sev­ 
eral miles of country in Christian, Green 
and Webster counties, destroying every­ 
thing In its path way, leveling houses, mills. 
birn, and timber, it struck this town about 
6:30 o’clock. Eye witnesses of the ap­ 
proaching 
storm 
say 
it 
was 
a 
frightful 
looking 
black 
cloud lined with fleecy white, funnel- 
shaped, aud moving rn the manner of 
'Crew-propeller. It moved with wonder- 
tul velocity, literally destroying and blow­ 
ing away everything in its path, which 
was about bait a mile wide at this point. 
Large-sized trees were twisted off, tele­ 
graph wires snapped, and bark literally 
peeled from small tre'i. 
Houses were 
olown from their foundations, and cattle 
dogs, sheep, horses and poultry whirled 
into the air and carried a great distance. 
The noise of the storm, the crash of falling 
Qouses, aud the cries aud screams of the 
terrified people made a scene of horror 
that beggars description. 
What, was 
beautiful, peaceful, quiet town of eight 
Qundred people twenty-four hours ago is 


how a waste of desolation. Out of two 
auudred dwelling houses, not more than 
twenty are standing, and but few of these 
remaining are uninjured. Of the business 
Douses around the public square all but 
three are utterlv demolished, and their 
contents 
blown 
away, 
burned 
or 
badly 
damaged.

springfield brought ahunt three huodreu 
people with provisions and medicines for 
the wounded. As rapidly as the belies of 
the dead and wounded could be extricated 
from the ruios they were prepared for 
ihtcrmeut The wounded were conveyed 
to the only available structure left standing 
the public tchool building, which was not 
badly 
damaged.

Every business house in the 
place is in rums, and the stocks all de* 
stroyed except two. OI the eight hundred 
inhabitants of Marshfield who yesterday 
had happy, comfortable homes, seven - 
eighths are without houses, clothing, food 
or means to procure them. 
The destitu­ 
tion aud suffering are terrible. A great 
manv bodies are lying lo tne court house. 
Of the total number killed which is not far 
abort of a hundred, not more than a dozen 
have been buried. Nothing like a com- 
olete list of the killed aal wouaied eau be 
obtained to-night.

A REMARKABLE FAMILY. 


The Mother of Twenty-Four Chil­ 
dren—A Man Who Man Never Been 
From H om e. 
Correspondence of the Philadelphia Times. 
L a m b e r t v i l l e , N. J., April 4 —A ride 
of an nour over roads not of the best 
brought a Times representative to the lit­ 
tle village of Norton, ta this county. Nor­ 
ton contains a remarkable family, in the 
doorway of a small, low-roofed dwelling 
stood a tall, well preserved woman. "I am 
looking for a woman eighty-four years old, 
who has raised twenty-four children, aud 
is still in vigorous health,” was the first 
query. "I suppose you refer to me,” she 
said, "I am of that age." 
boo was apparently enjoying the best of 
health. In all her long life she said she 
had never been sick but oue day. Brought 
up on a farm aud inured to the rough 
work incident to farm life this woman had 
reared the extraordinary large family oi 
twenty-four children, twenty of whom art 
still alive. The Olde it is 65, and resides on 
a cleanly-kept farm a mile or two diatom 
from the homestead. 
The youngest is 
thirty, aod is engaged in grape culture ai 
Hammondsport, New York. 
The entire 
twenty children arc in splendid health. Oi 
the (oar who are dead three met their death 
by accident, wnile foe lourtu died of ye! 
low fever in Memphis, two years ago. Til 
mother still does all the housework, milk* 
tour cows dally and takes the produce to 
market. She is the financier ol foe fam­ 
ily aod declares foat she needs oo lawyers 
to keep her affairs in order. 
Every Sab­ 
bath finds all quiet about tho farm, aud 
every member of the circle is required to 
attend the quaint old Methodist church 
morning and evening. 
"is your husband now Hying ?” was 
asked. 
"No, sir, be died five years ago.” 
"Who is the man then of whom it is 
reported that he is eighty-one years old 
and yet cuts two cords of wood every 
day?” 
"Oh,” said she, as a smile lit up her 
face, "that must be my brother Jake 
He's out yonder choppisg away for dear 
life.” 
The visitor went out, and sure enough a 
tall, strongly built mao, with white lock? 
streaming over his shoulders, was bending 
over a wood pile and wielding an ax in a 
manner betoken no lack of vigor. His 
tour score years have all been speut within 
a radious of twenty five miles. 
He had 
never been outside of Hunterdoo county. 
“I care nuthiu’ abdat seeln’ foe world, 
sir. My own little village and my small 
gathering of true friends is all I desire. 
I 
read the papers reguUrl/, and I find there 
is a heap of bickerin’ and strife outside 
which we avoid in our quite home, I re 
member a good ways back, and have 
watched many changes since I was a boy. 
but all my affections and associations are 
round here. I never been married, and 
nave laid aside a tolerable neat sum in the 
Frenchtown bank for old age.” aud at the 
words "old age” the sturdy farmer chuck - 
ed, as though eighty one years did not 
bring him into the penci of hoary hairs 
and declining days. 


MARRIAGE IN EGYPT. 


Girls Marne times Betrothed at the 
Ace of 5 Years and Married at IO— 
The Price of a Wife from 5 Shi!* 
lines to 01,500. 
| 
When an Egyptian wants a wite he Is 
not allowed to visit the harems of friends 
to select one, for Mohammed forbade men 
to see foe face of any Woman they could 
marry—that is to say, any besides their 
mothers or sisters. A man is, therefore, 
obliged to employ a • khatbeh,” or match­ 
maker, to find one for him, for which ser­ 
vice, of course, she expects "backsheesh”— 
that is, payment; The khatbeh, having 
found a girl, recommends her to the man 
aa exceedingly beautiful and eminently 
suitable to him. The father is then 
waited 
upon 
to 
ascertain 
the 
dowry he requires, for all wives are pur­ 
chased aa they were In patriarchal days. 
When Jacob bad no money to pay for 
iacbel, he served her father tor seven 
years aa an equivalent; and when duped 
was obliged to serve a second time to se­ 
cure his prize. (Gen. xxix ) Fathers still 
refuse lo glye a younger daughter in mar­ 
riage before an elder snail have been 
married. The people of Armenia, In Asi­ 
atic Turkey, forbid a younger son to marry 
before an elder, and this is likewise the law 
of the Hindoos. 
The price of a wife varies from 5 Stall­ 
ings to $1,500. The girl may not be more 
than 5 or 6 years ol I, but, whatever her 
age, two-thirds of the dowry is at once 
paid to her father in foe presence of wit­ 
nesses. lite father then, or his represen­ 
tative, says: "I betrothed thee, my daugh­ 
ter,” and the young man responds, "I ac­ 
cept of such betrothal.” Unless among 
the lower classes, foe father expends the 
dower 
In 
foe 
purchase 
of 
dress, 
ornaments 
or 
furniture 
for 
the 
bride, 
which 
never 
become 
foe property of her husband 
Even when betrothed, the intercourse of 
the parties is very restricted. 
Toe Arabs 
will not allow them to see each oth­ 
er, but foe Jews are not quite so stringent 
Tne betrothals often continue for years 
before the man demands his wife. 
Thus, 
"damson went down and talked to foe 
woman,” or espoused her, and "after a 


time he returned to take her.” 
Girls are 
demanded at the age of IO and between 
that aud 16 years, but after 16 few men 
will seek them, and the dowry expected is 
then proportionally low. 
Girls of Egypt are often mothers at 13 
and grandmothers at 26, aud in Persia they 
are said to be mothers at ll , and grand 
mothers at 24 and past child bearing at 30. 
When a man demands his betrothed a day 
19 fixed for foe nuptials, and for seven 
nigh’9 before he is expected to give a feast, 
which however, is furnished by the guests 
themselves. Thus, one sends coffee, an­ 
other rice. another sugar, etc. The princi­ 
ple

of 
this 
continnec 
least 
is 
the 
night 
before 
the 
consummation. 
The 
conduct 
is intrusted to the "friend of foe bride­ 
groom ” (John, Iii. 29.) About the mid­ 
dle of this day the bride arrives at the 
house aud retires to the harem, where she 
sits with her mother, sisters, and female 
friends. At foe third or fourth watch o 
foe night—three or tour hours after suoset 
-the bridegroom, who has not yet seen 
nis fair one, goes to the mosque to pray 
accompanied by "mesbals,” or torches 
and lanterns, with music. 
Upon his re* 
turn he is introduced to bis bride, with 
whom, having given her attendant a pres­ 
ent to retire, he is left alone. He then 
throws 
off 
her 
yell and 
for 
the 
first time sees her face. 
If satisfied, he 
informs the women outside, who immed­ 
iately express their joy by screaming

F arth er P articulars of its Nature and 
D estruction In th e Southern P art of 
the County —T he S cen e in B eloit 
and V icinity—The D am age to Pro­ 
perty and the D estruction to Life. 
Beloit did not escape the fury and the 
disastrous effects of the storm on Sunday 
evening. The Free 
Press of Monday 
evening, contains some particulars .from 
which we obtain the following: 
Between 4 and 3 o'clock Sanday after­ 
noon, the citizens of Beloit were aroused 
from iheir post-prandial repose by the 
sound of a strange roaring in the west 
accompanied by high wind and rolling 
thunder. The clouds were piled up black 
and heavy along the western sky, and as 
the wind shifted (rom southeast to south 
and men to southwest and west, it was 
plain that the conflicting currents of air 
above and around us indicated the atmos­ 
pheric conditions which precede a violent 
war of the elements, perhaps involving 
disabler and ruin to destructible things 'in 
its pathway. 
With the ever changing wind currents, 
the clouds were seen to whirl and twist 
aod fly in all directions, some chasing swift 
toward the northwest in solid masses, 
lighter ones curling gracefully up toward 
the zenith aud working back and forth 
across the face ot the heavier mass, others 
sweepiLg toward the northeast and east, 
the van >us mashes often seeming to rush 
together aud intermingle, as if in a harm 
to nand contest for right of Way, the wild 
rush of cloud squadrons all the while ac­ 
companied by tnesteady roar of a distant 
nail storm, a few scattering pellets from 
wmch fed at Intervals in the city. 
While we were wondering at the strangt 
sights in the sky and thinking the fury oi 
the s’or rn was past, two light colored, rag­ 
ged bodies ot cloud were seen to fly sud 
denly upward in 
the southwest, rush 
toward each other, embrace and intertwine 
with a swift, whirling motion—and the 
lury of the gale was upon us. Striking 
the region ot the C. & N. W. freight depot* 
ii wrenched off a portion of the vane 
of the water tank wind mill, hurled it 
against the wheel of the mill, carrying 
away one section and scattering the frag­ 
ments for a quarter oi a mile. 
Sherwood and Reigari's lumber yard 
was the next prey for the sportive wind, 
which tossed the boards and heavy planks 
about as if they were bat shavings, piling 
a large quantity upon the Western Union 
railroad track in great contusion. Occu­ 
pants of neighboring bouses fled to their 
cellars or other places of shelter in dismay, 
bat happily no no one was injured. 
The 
new Eclipse wind mill factory held out 
great inducements tor the rollicking mood 
of the breezes, and they scattered far and 
wide the tall scaffolding just erected tor 
the workmen on the brick smoke-stack, 
and shook out of place some of the upper 
window frames and a few courses of fresh­ 
ly laid brickwood on the new factory 
building, though the damage done here 
was not great.

He tells us the hurricane did not 
seem to last over fire seconds, but he 
would like to give somebody a thousand 
dollars to put his property back where it 
was before the storm struck It. 
J. H. Riegart’s farm, a mile and a half l 
beyond Capt McLenegan’a, suffered a large | 
amount of demoralization. The roof waa 
torn from the barn, and half of It was car­ 
ried forty rods and torn to flinder!. The 
well filled granery was lifted from the 
foundation and carried eighty feet, stacks 
t jib to pieces, fences leveled and fruit trees 
torn up by the roots.
